New law aims for 
drivers 21 and under 


early Sunday morning 
in Port Colborne, where 
crowds were celebrating the 
Canal Days summer festi¬ 
val, was the first occasion 
Niagara Regional Police had 
to enforce a new, higher 
standard for young drivers. 

New provincial rules 
requiring drivers who are 21 
or younger to have no alcohol 
in their bloodstream kicked 
in at 12:01 a.m., Sunday. But 
police reported no infractions 
of the new law. 

Niagara’s police set up a 
routine ride check on Elm 
Street at 10 p.m., Saturday 
night to look for drivers of 
any age who had more than 
the legal amount of alcohol 
for driving. 

But at midnight they 
started enforcing the new 
provincial law penalizes 
younger drivers for having 
had any alcohol at all. 

“Our main goal is still 
impaired drivers," said Sgt. 
Cliff Priest, of the traffic ser- 

But when the new rules 
came into effect Sunday, it 
meant police had to enforce 
a law that says young drivers 
can’t have any alcohol at all. 

Drivers with a G1 or G2 
permit were already banned 
from having alcohol in their 
system when they drive. 
The new rule extends that 
requirement to drivers who 
have a full, general licence, 
but who aren't yet 22. 

“If we catch a young 
driver we’ll deal with them 
appropriately,” he said. 

Under the new rules 
passed by Ontario’s Liberal 

suspend for 24 hours the 
licence of a novice driver 
who is caught driving after 

hoi. They’re issued a $110 
fine. If they're convicted, 
they are subject to a further 
30-day licence suspension. 

It’s one of the tougher 
aspects of the new rules that 
some drivers might not be 
aware of yet, Priest said. 

In Niagara Falls, the 
change gets mixed reac¬ 
tion from the affected age 
group, according to a group 
at the MacBain Community 


“I think it's a good law 
because there’s a lot of 
underage drinkers who are 
driving and killing kids and 
stuff,” said Alysha Seip, a 
20-year-old mother. 

It’s fair to treat young driv¬ 
ers differently from older 
ones because the under- 22
